BOYCOTT IS NOW THREATENED

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25~The large
arrivals of Japanese In San Francisco
recently have resulted In a popular dis.
approval on the part of the community,
and especinlly the laboring olasses, Con-
siderable resentment hag beem shown
and threats of violence against them
s suggested if the lnflux i not dis
efntinued. This information bas been
telographed to the department at Wash-
ington and turned over to Ambassador
Wright. With the bdef communieation
from Ambassador Wright, inclosing
newspaper clippings, showing the strong
feeling of resentment agninst the Jap-
anese, commenting on the anti-Japanese
sentiment In Californin, the state de.
partment has nothing to indicate that
the feeling exisite. Fenrs are expressed,
however, that the persistent aggitation
against the steady stream of Japanese
arriving in San Francisco may result
in an anti-Ameriean boyeott in Japan
that will dwarf in magnitude the in-
jury inflicted on Ameriean trade in the
Oriont by the boycott in China.

There has beéen an alarming increase
of Japanesg laborers in the state the
past month, and in fact, all over the
Pacific Northwest, and the opposition
to them is creating a stronger feeling
than was manifested against the Chi-
nese during the Dennis Kearney re-
gime, and there seems to be no doubt
but considerable trouble will ensue, un-
leis governmenta]l action is taken by
congress this winter, to stop the fast
inereasing influx of Japanese,

Relief Train With Provisions Sent
Out for Snow Bound

Passengers.

TRAINS ARE UNABLE TO MOVE

DENVER, Oef, 24—The Rock Island
railroad today sent out a relief train
bearing - food for the 1,100 passengers
who are snow.vound on the three trains
al Limon, Colby and Genoa. There is
plenty of conl and considerable food is
aboard and the passengers are taking
the situation in good humor with no
danger of starvation. Np freight tmaine
have been moved during the past three
days, and considerable freight designed
for Pacific coast merchants is delayed.
Snowplows have been sent to the front
to raise the blockade, but both pas-
senger and freight bvsiness is tied up.

All passenger trains on the Union
Pacific have been tied up at Cheyenne,
Wiyoming, and Bidney, Nebraska. Huge
banks of snow have blown over the
tracks at these points and have sue-
cessfully resisted the efforts of the

snowplows, There is no suffering among |

the passengers. Tt is expected that the
blockade will ba raised tomorrow and
the possenger trains, at least, will be
able to move. The Burlington and the
Colorado and Southern roads are smow
bound in eastern Wyoming and west-
ern Nebraska,

Snow has ceased falling in Colorado
and Wyoming. It covers the ground at
depths varying from 20 inches to six
feet. A gale is blowing which is drift-
ing the snow badly. All mailroad lines
in the two states are blockaded, and it
may be two days before trains ean be
moved and at least a week before the
regular schedule will be resumed,

Trust Magnates to Move Across the Con-

WASHINGTON, Oct, 25.—It was giv-
en out that the department of justice
hag an eye on a movement to organize
an English holding concern to own the
American Beef Trust and that it is pre-
pared to make a fight on the scheme
from the beginning. The move is tak-
en seriously here for the reason that
circumstantial evidence has been re-
ceived from Chicago concerning the
plans of the beef magnates. Secretary
Wilson says: “My only information
about the matter is from the newspa.
pers, But we have a buréau of cor
porations especially charged with look-
ing into mabters of this kind; we have
a department of justice whose machin-
ery is designated to be used in just
such cnses; we have our own attorney
general to talk to the grand juries, and
we have the grand jury to lsten and
indict. We have petit juries aund pen-
itentiaries.
